Vecation to Start After His 
Nomination Notification

WASHINGTON, Aug. &.—Prest- 
dent Coolidge is going back to his 
native hills in Vermont for a ten 
days’ rest, starting soon after his 
notification day, next Thursday, it 
was made known today at the 
White House. 

There are several reasons 
prompting this decision. Chief of 
these is Mrs. Coolidge’s desire to 
be near the grave of her son for a 
little while. The long weeks of 
hot weather in Washington have 
worn the Fresident. Secretary of 
returned from 
his vacation last week, strongly 
advised the President to seek a 
change and rest. 

“If I go anywhere it will be back 
to father’s,” the President said, 
after many invitations had come to 
him and had been refused. 


MAY HELP IN HAYING

8.—President Doumergue is coming back to 
Paris from his summer residence at Rambouillet to preside Sun - 
day over a special council of ministers, which up to early this 
afternoon had been an entirely unforeseen contingency in con- 
nection with the international conference in London. Premier 
Herriot in London decided suddenly today to return to Paris 
Saturday evening for a conference with his Cabinet. War Min- 
ister Nollet and Finance Minister Clementel will accompany 


him. 

The fact that the Premier ar- 
rived at his decision suddenly, 
after having remained for two 
weeks in London without taking 


advantage of opportunities which 
meantime had made possible his 
retucn to resume contact with his 
colleagues, has caused some spec- 
ulation in political circles, 

The reversal of the rranged 
schedule under which the cabinet 
was not due to meet before next 
Wednesday seemingly has given 
color to rumors reaching Paris 
from London of lack of harmony 
in the French delegation, notably 
between Gen Nollet and X. 
Herriot. 

Gen. Nollet has twice resigned 
from the delegation, according to 
reliable information reac 
Paris and special dispatches to 
the Paris newspapers say the re- 
turn of M. Herriot and M. Cle- 
mentel to Paris is due to the fact 
that Nollet insists upon the main. 


tenance of military occupation of 


the Ruhr until Germany has fur- 
nished conclusive proof of her 
complete disarmament, while M. 
Herriot desires to make conces- 
sions on ths point. It was pointed 
out in political cirtles tonight that 
a full meeting of the capinet and 
the presence of Gen. Nollet and 
M. Clementel would be unneces- 
sary if M. Herriot’s visit. was in- 
tended simply to report progress. 
A dispatch to London from the 
Havas agency, the semioffical 
French news agency, says M. Her- 
riot denies any di ent in 
the French delegation and that he 
charetterized reports to the con- 
trary as completely false. The 
Havas agency adds that a meeting 
of the ministers is set for 10 
o'clock Saturday evening, one hour 
after the return of M. Herriot, M. 
Clemente! and Gen. Noliet. 


LONDON, Aug. 8.— 
Herriot, War Minister Gen. Nol- 
let and Finance Minister Clemen- 
tel will go to Paris tomorrow for 
a Cabinet conference and the ne 
gotiations of the international con- 
ference will be virtually suspended 
until they return. 

Action by the French Cabinet 
was necessitated by the fact that 
the question of evacuation of the 
Ruhr is the chief obstacle to any 
final agreement of the conference 
and also because M. Herriot and 
Gen. Nollet are reported to be in 
disagreement on this important 
matter. 

The French Premier promises 
to return to the British capital 
Monday. It is expected M. Herriot 
will confer with the members of 
his Cabinet regarding the final 
stand the French delegates to the 
conference should take on the 
Ruhr evacuation question and on 
the question of the maintenance of 
Franco-Belgian railroad men in 
the Rhineland system. 

There will be no meeting of the 
“big fourteen” tomorrow, but two 
committees will meet. Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald will leave either 
tomorrow night or Sunday morn- 
ing for East Bourne, while many 
of the other delegates are plan- 
ning Sunday excursions prepara- 
tory to the resumption of the bat- 
tle between the French and the 
German delegates on Monday.

(Tempe.) bearing 6 per cent in- 
terest, dated May 29. last and due 
from 1989 to 1954, $665,000 bonds 
of Roosevelt Agricultural Improve- 
meent Oistrict No. 1, dated the ist 
inst.. and due from 1936 to 1954. 


The district bonds are guaran- 
teed by the association, including 
principal and interest. 

The issues are considered gilt-

— Gen. Beren- 
guer, former Spanish generalisst- 
mo in Moreces, now in Paris, is 
understood to be awaiting a call 


from King Affonso to return soon

SALES SHOW 
LARGE GAIN 
| Power ond Light Bureau 
Reports 25,000 Services 
Added is Lag Year 


munjcipal Bureau of Power 
and Light yesterday reported on 
new business ac@uired during the 
last twelve months. 

More than 25,000 new lighting 
services have been connected to 
the Power Bureau's distributing sys- 
tem during the year, the report says. 
Lighting service-is now being car- 
ried to homes, stores and factories 
in Los Angeles through 185,916 
separate meters, as against 154,528 
meters a year ago. 

One of the most significant fea- 
tures of the Power Bureau report 
is the fact that new power services 
for industrial purposes show an 
increase of only 4% per cent over 
last year, while the number of new 
services connected in the year end- 
ing June, 1923, show an increase 
of 15 per cent over the previous 


year. 

The marked decrease in the 
number of new industrial power 
connections ig not due to any ap- 
preciable industrial slump, it was 
pointed out by the report. The 
reason for the comparatively 
smaller number of large industrial 

wer connections is found in the 

et that the Power Bureau has 
not had bond funds available to 
finance large and costly power line 
extensions to serve new industrial 
consumers, it was stated. 

The report shows that the Mu- 
nicipal Power Bureau is now serv- 
ing power through 8626 meters, as 
compared to 8239 meters a year
